= The trend estimate of employed persons was unchanged between Decem- 
ber 1996 and January 1997. 


® The trend unemployment rate showed little change between December 
1996 and January 1997. 


# There were 1,200 working days lost through industrial disputes during No- 
vember 1996. 


= During November 1996, there were 7,947 short tenm (less than 12 months) 
overseas visitor arrivals and 7,988 short term resident departures. 


® Inthe 12 months to December 1996, the weekly award rates of pay index 
for full-time employees increased by 1.4%. 


B The trend estimate for the value of owner-occupied housing commitments 
continued the upward climb, with December 1996 rising 2.8% to 8260.6 
million. 


# Total personal finance commitments for December1996 increased 15.9% to 
$221.6 million, 29.5% above the previous December. 


® Total commercial finance commitments for December 1996 increased 


13.7% to $615.6 million, 14.5% below December 1995.

NOTE: Deficiencies in the data sources used to estimate gross operating sur- 
plus for recent quarters may at times lead to the current price estimates of 
gross state product GSP(I) being under or over stated for particular States. 
Consequently, the measured growth rate for constant price GSP(I) for those 
States will also be affected. 


The constant price series for gross state product (GSP) have been labelled as 
‘experimental’, Users are cautioned that these estimates are derived indirectly 
by calculating a deflator from the expenditure components. It is emphasised 
that, at times, movements that can not be fully explained may be introduced 
into the constant price GSP(I) series through the use of this proxy deflator. 


Gross state product (GSP) contracted by 0.3% in the September quarter com- 
pared with a 0.5% increase in the national average. Since peaking at 2.4% in 
the September quarter 1995, the growth in GSP has declined steadily. The an- 
nual growth tate of 2.4% was the lowest of all States. 


The most significant factor contributing to the September quarter decline in 
GSP was a 1.6% decline in gross operating surplus. The annual growth rate of 
0.8% was the lowest of all States.

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The rate of growth in wages, salaries and supplements has declined for the last 
3 quarters, increasing by 0.7% in the September quarter. 


No growth was recorded for indirect taxes less subsidies over the latest two 
quarters, 


The experimental estimate of GSP at constant prices remained flat in the Sep- 
tember quarter but increased by 2,0% through the year to September quarter 
1996. 
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State final demand (SFD) increased by 1.0% in the September quarter and has, 
for the past two quarters, grown at a faster rate than GSP. September quarter 
growth in SED was the highest of all States and was due mainly to a 7.3% in- 
crease in private gross fixed capital expenditure, in particular expenditure on 
equipment. Expenditure on dwellings fell for the eighth consecutive quarter. 
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There was an increase of 0.3% in private final consumption expenditure in the 
September quarter. The increase of 1.4% through the year to September quar- 
ter 1996 was the lowest growth rate of any State.

The value of merchandise exports where the final stage of production was in 
South Australia were $530.7 million for December 1996, a record monthly fig- 
ure. This was an increase of 20.4% on November 1996 and a 9.9% increase 
when compared with December 1995. 


The major commodity groups exportcd during December 1996 were cereal 
and cereal preparations valued at $85.0 million up from $23.1 million last 
month and road vehicles, parts and accessories with $70.0 million, continuing 
the high levels recorded for this commodity in October and November 1996. 
Other commodities which also boosted this months figures were metals and 
metal manufactures up $14.4 million to $60.8 million, machinery up $12.9 mil- 
lion to $44.9 million and wine up $9.0 million to $34.7 million. 


The major destinatinations of South Australian exports in December 1996 were 
the Middle East, $81.3 million, the United States of America, $70.9 million and 
Japan $58.6 million. Exports to China were also significant rising from $16.9 
million in November to $40.6 million in December. 


MERCHANDISE EXPORTS AND IMPORTS 
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The value of merchandise imports for December 1996 was $323.8 million, a 
21.3% increase on the previous month and a 19.0% increase on December 
1995. The increases were mainly in the following commodities, other 
manufactured. goods, $95.8 million, an increase of $37.2 million and petro- 
leum and petroleum products, $47.5 million, an increase of $21.5 miilion. Ma- 
chinery valued at $75.9 million also accounted for a significant proportion of 
South Australian imports.

Retail! Turnover 


The South Australian trend estimate has been in decline for the last six months 
although there bas been a slight easing in the rate of decline in the last two 
months. The December 1996 trend estimate was 0.5% below November. The 
Australian trend estimate fell by 0.3%, 


New Motor Vehicle 
Registrations 


Over the past three months the trend estimate for South Australia fell by $13.9 
million caused by the decreases of $4.5 million in household good retailing, 
$3.3 million in hospitality and services, $3.3 million in food retailing and $1.9 
million in clothing and soft good retailing. This was partly offset by an in- 
crease of $1.2 million in recreational good retailing group. 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of retail trade in December 1996 increased 
0.3%. In original terms, South Australian retail turnover was $1,000 million, a 
decrease of 2.4% on December 1995, 


RETAIL TURNOVER 
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The December 1996 trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations has 
shown a 0.6% increase from November and is the second monthly increase af- 
ter 7 months of decline. The trend estimate for passenger vehicles increased by 


0.9% whilst other vehicles decreased by 0.9%. 


in original terms there were 3,585 new motor vehicles registered in December 
1996, a rise of 2.0% from November 1996 and a increase of 0.9% from Decem- 
ber 1995, The total number of new registrations in 1996 were 42,466 a decease 
of 1.1% on 1995. For new passenger vehicles, the leading makes registered in 
November 1996 were Ford (644 vehicles), Holden (606), Mitsubishi (525), Toy- 
ota (485) and Hyundai (124).

The trend estimate for private new capital expenditure in South Australia for 
the September quarter 1996 increased by 13.4% from the previous quarter and 
is a continuation of trend growth which commenced in December quarter 
1995. The Australian figure rose by 4.1%. The South Australian total for the 
quarter now represents 5.6% of the Australian figure. 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the September quarter 
1996 was $587 million, an increase of 13.1% from the June quarter 1996. 
Buildings and structures accounted for $133 million, and equipment, plant 
and machinery $454 million.

When the September quarter 1996 is compared with the September quarter 
1995, caravan parks capacity decreased by 1.3% from 24,779 to 24,462 pow- 
ered and unpowered siles, on-site vans and cabins. The number of site nights 
occupied decreased from $71,511 10 538,525 and the site occupancy rate also 
decreased from 25.1% to 23.9%. Accommodation takings fell by 1.2%, from 
$6.24 million to $6.16 million, with the average takings per site night occupied 
increasing slightly from $10.90 to $11.45, 
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Dweiling Approvals 


The recent growth in the trend estimate for dwelling unit approvals in South 
Australia over recent months has been arrested. Although the trend estimate 
for December 1996 (503) was lower than the November 1996 (507) trend esti- 
mate it was still 2.0% higher than for a year earlier. In original terms, the num- 
ber of dwelling unit approvals decreased by 16.0% to 410 from November 
1996. 


The national trend estimate for the total number of dwelling units approved in 
December 1996 (10,932) was 1.1% higher than the estimate for November and 
7.6% higher than December 1995. In original terms, South Australia accounted 
for 4.2% of the total dwelling units approved in Australia during December 
1996.

From the Building Activity Survey, it was estimated that 1,328 dwelling units 
were commenced in South Australia during the September quarter 1996. This 
represents a rise of 1.5% from the previous quarter compared with a 3.5% fall 
nationally. The September quarter figure for South Australia was 25.0% below 
that total of a year earlier, while the national decrease over the 12 month pe- 
nod was 12.6%.

Vaiue of Building Approvals The value of new residential building approved in South Australia has fallen to 


$34.8 million in December. This was due to falls in both the value of new 
houses ($32.5 million) and other residential buildings (82.3 million) approved. 
The value of non-residential building in South Australia has fallen to $28.0 ruil- 
lion for December 1996 as a result of falls within most categories. Only facto- 
ries and miscellaneous categories recorded a rise for this month. Overall for 
December 1996, the value of all buildings approved fell by 18.1% to $72.5 mil- 
lion from the November 1996 value of $88.5 million.

The total value of building work commenced in South Australia during the 
September quarter 1996 fell by 41.0% to $238.4 million from last quarters high 
of $403.9 million. This fall can be mostly attributed to a 60.9% fall in the non- 
residential building sector, in particular, the shops, other business premises 
and entertainment and recreational categories which had recorded substantial 
increases last quarter. This is the lowest value for building work commenced 
in South Australia in over ten years. 


The total value of building work done during the Seplember quarter 1996 fell 
by 8.2% to $283.2 million compared with a 3.9% increase nationally. Com- 
pared with the September quarter 1995, South Australia had a 5.5% fall in the 
value of total building work done which was comparable with the national 
movement of a 4.9% fall. 


The total value of building work yet to be done in South Australia was $400.1 
million at the end of September quarter 1996, a fall of $.5% from the previous 
quarter while the corresponding national figure increased by 2.1% to $9.530.6 
million. Expressed as a proportion of the national total, the total value of 
building work yet ta be done in South Australia was 4.2% for the September 
quarter 1996. 


VALUE OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 
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In South Australia, the value of engineering construction work done for the 
September quarter 1996 was down 38.5% to $139.1 million compared with a 
9.8% fall nationally. South Australia had a 3.7% share of the national total of 
$3719.3 million The value of work commenced during the quarter for South 
Australia rose 25.9% to $247.9 million as did the corresponding national figure 
increasing by 33.6% to $4,382.1 million. The State's proportion of national 
commencements was 5.7% for the September quarter 1996.

House Building Materials 


The Consumer Price Index (all groups) in Adelaide rose 0.3% in the December 
quarter. The annual increase of 1.2% was the lowest recorded since September 
1968. The comparative Australian data shows a 0.2% between the September 
and December quarters 1996, the lowest quarterly change since December 
1993 and a annual increase of 1.5%, the lowest annual change since the March 
quarter 1994, 


CONSUMER PRICE INDEX 
Change trom previous quarter 
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The Price Index of Materials used in House Building in Adelaide showed no 
movement for the month of December over the previous month. There was an 
increase in the prices of structural timbers, but a decrease in the price of clay 


bricks. The weighted average of the six State capitals recorded an increase of 
0.1% for the same period. 


For the twelve months to December 1996, the Index recorded a 2.1% rise in 


Adelaide, with the weighted average of the six State Capitais recording a 0.3% 
rise. 


MATERIALS USED IN HOUSE BUILDING 
Change from pravious month 
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Materials 
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Passenger Transport Costs 
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Adelaide recorded a rise of 0.2% in the Price Index of Materials used in Build- 
ing other than House Building for the month of December 1996. There were 
price increases in ready-mixed concrete and non-ferrous pipes, but a decrease 
in clay bricks. A similar increase was recorded in the weighted average of the 
six State capitals, 


An increase of 1.7% was recorded for the past twelve months for Adelaide, with 
the weighted average of the six State capitals showing an increase of only 0.1% 
for the same period. 
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During the September quarter 1996 the Price Index of Established Houses in 
Adelaide decreased 0.1% whilst the Project Home Index showed a 0.7% de- 
crease. The weighted average of the eight capital cities index, over the same 
period showed a 0.4% increase for established houses and a 0.2% decrease for 
project houses. 


Between September quarter of 1995 and 1996 the Price Index for Established 
Houses in Adelaide decreased by 2.0% and project homes by 1.7%. Nationally, 
for the 12 month period established house prices recorded a 1.2% increase and 
project homes decreased by 0.2%. 


The passenger transport cost index measures changes in the costs of operating 
a public transport passenger bus service in Adelaide. Costs covered inchide la- 
bour costs, leasing charges, registration and insurance, repairs and mainte- 
nance, fuel and overheads. The index has been compiled on a quarterly basis 
from September 1995 with a base of 100.0 in 1993-94, The December quarter 
1996 index was 107.8, up 3.6% from 104.1 in September 1996. The index 
showed a 2.8% increase in the 12 months to December 1996. 
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Labour Force and Demography 


Population At 30 June 1996 the estimated resident population of South Australia was 
1,479,147. This was an increase of 6.1% (1,417) persons from the March quar- 
ter. The continuing low growth rate for South Australia is attributable to a net 
outflow in interstate migration of 1,093 persons which was partly offset by a 
net inflow of overseas migration of 697 persons. In the June quarter there was 
a natural increase of 1,813 persons. 


Employment After reaching a peak in June 1996, the trend estimate of employed persons in 
South Australia has gradually decreased to 657,800 in January 1997. 


The trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has increased for nine 
consecutive months, reaching 8,419,000 in January 1997. 


EMPLOYED PERSONS 
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Unemployment The trend unemployment rate for South Australia moved from 9.5% in Decem- 
ber 1996 to 9.4% in January 1997 and has remained flat over the past 15 
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Alter reaching a peak of 8.7% in September 1996, the trend of the employment 
rate for Australia has remained steady at 8.6% in recent months. 


In original terms, the proportion of employees who worked overtime in South 
Australia in November 1996 was 15.0%. This was higher than the November 
1995 level of 14.3%. For Australia, the corresponding proportions were 15.9% 
and 16.6% for November 1996 and November 1995 respectively, 


In November 1996, employees who worked overtime in South Australia re- 
corded an average of 6.4 overtime hours per week. This was lower than the 
corresponding national level of 7.2 hours. 


There were 1,200 working days lost through industrial disputes in South Aus- 
tralia during November 1996. At 2.3% of the national total (51,700 working 
days lost), South Australia experienced a relatively low level of industrial 
disputation, 
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During November 1996, there were 7,947 short term (less than 12 months) 
overseas visitor arrivals in South Australia, accounting for 43.6% of all overseas 
atrivals to the State. This represents a 9.2% fall from the total number of short 
term arrivals in October (8,750), despite a 7.2% increase (from 350,363 in Oc- 
tober to 375,565 in November) of visitors to Australia for the same period. As 
a consequence, the South Australian proportion of the Australian short term 
Overseas visitor market fell to 2.1% in November 1996 from 2.5% in October 
1996. 


In contrast the number of short term residential departures overseas increased 
by 2.0% from October 1996 (7,829) to 7,988 in November 1996, and 9.5% from 
the same time last year. However, the total short term residential departures 
from Australia fell by 32.3% between October and November. South Australia 
accounted for 3.7% of all Australian short term residential departures in No- 
vember 1996, increasing from 2.4% the previous month.

Average Weekly Eamings 


Award Rates of Pay 


The trend estimate of average weekly ordinary time earnings of full-time aduit 
employees in South Australia increased by 0.7% in August 1996. Male full-time 
ordinary time earnings rose by 0.7% in August 1996, Over the same periad, the 
increase for females was less pronounced, increasing by 0.6%. 


Between May 1996 and August 1996, the trend estimate of average weekly total 
earnings of all employees in South Australia increased from $528.00 to 
$532.00. 


Note: Since it is an average of earnings across all employees, changes in average 
weekly earnings may occur through changes in employment as well as changes 
in pay levels. 


In the 12 months to December 1996, the weekly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.4%. This compares with 
an increase in the index of 1.2% for Australia. 


For full-time adult male employees in South Australia, the largest annual move- 
ment of the index occurred in the manufacturing industry division, with an in- 
crease of 1.9 %. 


For fuli-time adult female employees, the largest annual movement of the in- 
dex occurred in public administration and defence with an increase of 3.0%,

Personal Finance 


The trend estimate for the value of owner-occu pied housing commitments con- 
tinued the upward climb, with December rising 2.8% to $260.6 million, 1.3% 
above December 1995. The national trend increased 0.7% for the month, 
11.3% above the previous December. 
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Total housing finance commitments (original figures including alterations and 
additions) decreased marginally in December to $261.6 million, 5.0% above 
December 1995, Commitments for the purchase of stablished houses dropped 
4.9% to $157.7 million, 6.1% above the previous December. Alterations and ad- 
ditions decreased 9.5% to $12.9 million the lowest month since July 1993, 


Construction of dwellings increased 14.6% to $30.9 million (which repre- 
sented 6.4% of the national total) and was 27.5% above the previous Decem- 
ber. Commitments for newly erected dwellings increased 10.0% to $11.3 mil- 
lion and refinancing rose 8.2% to $48.8 million, marginally down on the previ- 
ous December. 


Total commitments for December increased 15.9% to $221.6 million, 29.5% 
above the previous December and the highest value since June 1995. The na- 
tional increase for the month was $.1%, 11.5% above December 1995. The in- 
creased commitments make South Australia 7.9% of the national total. 


Revolving credit facilities increased by 30.6% to $107.6 million due to the big 
jump in secured revolving credit facilities, up 62.3% to $71.6 million. 


Commercial Finance 
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Fixed loan commitments increased 4.8% to $114.0 million, 2.6% below Decem- 
ber 1995. Refinancing was up 29.4% to $18.9 million after a low November. 
The other main increases were for individual residential blocks of land and 
other. The main falls were for finance for new and used motor vehicles, down 
4.0% and 5.3% respectively following significant decreases in the previous 
month. 


Total commercial finance commitments increased 13.7% to $615.6 million, 
14.5% below December 1995. This followed the national pattern with a 
monthly increase of 8.9%, but 13.6% below the previous December. South Aus- 
tralia'’s proportion of the national total rose to 4.7%. 


Revolving credit facilities increased 56.6% to $256.8 million, 38.6% below De- 
cember 1995. Recreation, personal and other services (up $75.2 million) and 
manufacturing (up $22.6 million) were the main contributors to the increase. 
Agriculture, forestry, fishing and hunting decreased $33.3 million after a high 
November. 


Commitments under fixed loan facilities decreased 5.0% to $358.8 million, 
18.9% above the previous December. The main decreases were for transport 
and storage, down $62.1 million, offsetting the November increase and prop- 
erty and business services down $31.3 million following the high November. 
Mining increased to $100.5 million, the highest recorded month. 


Lease Finance 


Forward Outlook 
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The value of goods under new finance lease commitments increased 8.1% to 
$19.2 million. However the past six months have been significantly below the 
corresponding months of the previous year except for September. South Aus- 
tralia's proportion of the national total decreased ta 3.0%. 


The main increases were for new and used heavy trucks (up $0.6 million and 
$1.2 million respectively), new and used motor vehicles, not subject to depre- 
ciation (up $0.6 million and $1.0 million respectively) and office machines (up 
$0.6 million). New motor vehicles not subject to depreciation, the largest cate- 
gory were 24.7% above the previous December whilst used motor vehicles not 
subject to depreciation, the second largest category were up 10.8% for the 
same period. 


Decreases were recorded for used motor vehicles subject to depreciation 
(down $0.9 million from a high November), electronic data processing equip- 
ment (down $0.7 million) and other goods (down $1.3 million).

Composite Leading indicator 


The Composite Leading Indicator (CLI) is a single time series produced 
by aggregating eight individual economic indicators, and has been devel- 
oped by the ABS as an experimental series to supplement existing forms 
of economic analysis and modelling. 


The CLI summarises the early signals contained in a selection of eco- 
nomic indicators and is designed to assist the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and slow downs of economic activity as 
measured by constant price GDP(A}. It does not attempt to forecast the 
level of economic activity. 


In the September quarter 1996 : 


@ the experimental CL] rose 0.18%, following a 0.31% rise in the June 
quarter 1996, 


= The CLI is showing a trough at the September quarter 1995 followed 
by strong growth. 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Australian Eco- 
nomic Indicators (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in 
the September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4), 
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Australian Business Expectations Surveys of business expectations have been available 10 decision makers 
for a number of years from several sources. These surveys provided 
qualitative indicators in the form of the net proportion of businesses ex- 
pecting a rise or fall in future business conditions. Since the December 
quarter 1993, the ABS has been compiling a quantitative indicator of 
business expectations in the form of an expected weighted aggregate 
change in a range of economic variables. These data are available on a 
quarterly basis in Australian Business Expectations (5250.0),

Businesses in South Australia expect a decrease of 0.1% in sales of goods 
and services in the March quarter 1997 compared with the December 
quarter while the national expectation was a 0.4% increase.

Contribution of Gambling to Monthly Retail Trade Estimates

Introduction 
In recent times a number of users have expressed concern about the 
potential impact of gambling on retail turnover. With the growth of the 
casino industry, these concerns have been exacerbated due to uncertainty 
over whether casinos were included in the Hospitality and Services group 
in the Retail Trade Survey. 


Two primary concerns have been raised. The first is that perceived growth 
in gambling within scope of the survey has inflated total turnover data, 
giving an artificially rosy picture of overall retailing conditions. The second 
is that growth in gambling, whether within scope or not, has occurred at 
the expense of ‘traditional’ retailing sectors. 


This article aims to shed some fight on this debate, albeit within the 
constraints imposed by the data available. Due to data limitations, it 
addresses the first issue only. In order to provide insight into the second, a 
therough analysis of trends in household expenditure, earnings by the 
gambling sector, and retail trade data would be required. This is beyond 
the scope of the current investigation. 


Background 
The Australian and New Zealand Standard Industry Classification (ANZSIC) 
identifies only three industry classes where the predominant activity is 
gambling: 


" Class 9321, Lotteries 
= Class 9322, Casinos 
" Class 9429, Gambling Services, 1.0.c. 


No businesses classified to these industries are included in the scope of the 
Retail Trade Survey. In particular, this means that casinos have no direct 
influence on the Retail Trade time series. However, many businesses in 
scope of the survey do receive a portion of their income from gambling. 
These businesses are concentrated in three ANZSIC classes: 


" Class 5243, Newspaper, Book and Stationery Retailing 
(more specifically, newsagents) 


* Class 5720, Pubs, Taverns and Bars 
* Class 5740, Clubs (Hospitality) 


It is important to note that the monthly Retail Trade Survey has always 
included the net revenue from gambling activities in its monthly turnover 
estimate for these types of businesses. This includes the commission 
component that newsagents, hotels and clubs receive from selling Lotto, 
lottery tickets and TAB transactions, as well as the net revenue from poker 
machines and gaming machines in hotels and licensed clubs. 


Methodology

‘Net revenue’ is defined as the commission earned, or the amount 
remaining after payouts are removed. It is therefore a relatively small 
component of total turnover — though in the case of some components of 
the series, such as licensed clubs in NSW, the proportion is not 
insubstantial. Net takings from poker and gaming machines have been 
reported in the survey since 1956 for NSW, and for other States since 
legalization authorizing their use in hotels and clubs. In South Australia 
gaming machines commenced operations in hotels and licensed clubs on 


25 July 1994, 


While these aspects of gambling have been included in ABS Retail Trade 
data for some time, until quite recently it was not possible to monitor their 
contribution to survey estimates because gambling proceeds were not 
reported as a separate component of turnover. Since the last survey 
redesign in 1994, proceeds from gambling have been reported as a 
separate Component of total turnover for hotels and clubs, allowing its 
contribution to this industry subgroup at least to be measured and 
monitored, 


On the other hand, the commissions from Lotto, lottery and TAB sales in 
the Newspaper, Book and Stationery Retailing subgroup are not reported 
separately, so we have no ready means of measuring the effect this area of 
in scope gambling may be having on the retail series. However, data on net 
consumer expenditure on Lotto, lottery and TAB gambling is available from 
the Tasmanian Gaming Commission publication Australian Gambling 
Statistics, at least up to 1994-95. Some inferences may be drawn from these 
data. 


In particular, with this area of gambling showing quite modest growth rates 
in the most recent years for which data is available (eg 6.8% in 1993-94, 
4.7% in 1995-96), it is highly unlikely that commissions from these forms 
of gambling in scope of the Retail Trade Survey would have had any 
significant impact on the movements of the overall series. 


Hotels and Licensed Clubs is one of the 15 industry subgroups included in 
the Retail Trade survey and is a component of the Hospitality and Services 
industry group. This subgroup includes businesses in ANZSIC classes 5720 
Pubs, taverns and bars and 5740 Clubs (Hospitality). As indicated above, 
the ABS has reliable data to monitor proceeds from gambling for this 
subgroup since the beginning of 1995. Since that time, the ABS has 
collected turnover from this industry subgroup dissected into three 
components: ‘Membership fees and subscriptions received’, ‘Proceeds 
received from licensed gambling activities (eg TAB commissions, net 
revenue received from poker machines)’, and ‘Other turnover (takings from 
bar, bottle shop, meals, accommodation and hiring/ booking fees)’. 


The current investigation involved crealing a new series for each State, net 
of the gambling component of the Hotels and Licensed Clubs turnover 
estimates, for January 1995 to June 1996. As the prime statistic for the 
Retail Trade Survey is month to month movement, the movements for the 
adjusted series were examined against the existing total Australian turnover 
series, the Hotels and Licensed Clubs series (by State) and against total 
State turnover. 
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Findings — Contribution 

of gambling to retail trade 

estimates 
The contribution of these measurable proceeds from gambling to 
Australian turnover in the monthly Retail Trade series is shown in the table 
below. The annual Australian gambling tumover estimate for the 1995-96 
financial year is approximately $3.1 billion. Against total Australian 
turnover of $120.8 billion, gambling therefore accounts for only 2.6% of 
the Retail Trade estimate. As a proportion of turnover for the Hotels and 
Licensed Clubs subgroup ($12.7 billion), gambling accounts for a rather 
more significant 24.3%. Note that these figures exclude any contributions 
from gambling received by businesses outside the Hotels and Licensed 
Clubs subgroup.

The table below provides an indication of how the contribution of 
gambling in Hotels and Licensed Clubs to total Lurnover varies across 
States/ Territories. It is highest in New South Wales (5.2% in 1995-96) and 
lowest in Western Australia (0.1%), Tasmania (0.1%) and Northern 
Territory (0.2%). 


Clearly, the contribution of the derived gambling estimate to State retail 
turnover estimates varies. However, no State or Territory displays a 
sustained pattern of growth in the gambling contribution to their total 
turnover. In New South Wales for 1995-96, Hotels and Licensed Clubs 
gambling accounted for 5.2 % of total retail trade (ie, $2.2 billion out of 
$43.2 billion). Significantly, this New South Wales result accounts for 
approximately 71% of the Australian gambling estimate. On a month to 
month basis, gambling turnover in Hotels and Licensed Clubs as a 
proportion of New South Wales cotal retail trade turnover varies between 
4,1 and 6.0 per cent.

Victoria's gambling estimate for 1995-96 amounted to $332 million (or 
1.2%) of total Victorian retail activity whilst the figure for Queensland was 
$184 million (0.8 % of total Queensiand retail turnover). The other 
States/Tervitories were insignificant contributors, though the Australian 
Capital Territory estimate of $87 million represented a relatively high 3.9% 
of total ACT retail expenditure duri ng the year. 


South Australia's proportion of gambling to total turnover is the third 
largest with $247 million gambling turnover for 1995_96, equating to 2.7% 
of the total South Australian retail turnover estimate of $9,223 million, 
After gaming commenced in South Australia in July 1994 there was a phase 
of rapid growth in the number of gaming machines Operating around the 
State. By the end of June 1996, (according to the liquor licensing 
commissioner's annual report 1995-96), there were 417 venues operating a 
total of 9,262 gaming machines, 


The following chart shows the proportion of gambling turnover against the 
total retail and services turnover estimates, for those States/Territories 
which have a significant gambling component, Western Australia, 
Tasmania and the Northern Territory are not shown due to the very small 
contribution of gambling to total turnover. 


Conclusion 


Further Enquiries 
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From the data presented above it appears that gambling activity within 
scope of the Retail Trade Survey has had minimal impact on the month to 
month movements of the time series. Leaving aside the unquantified 
contribution from newsagent commissions on Lotta, etc, (which appear to 
be growing at a similar rate to the total retail turnover series if the 
Tasmanian Gaming Commission data can be taken as a guide), gambling 
may even be exerting slight downward pressure on retail movements over 
the period January 1995 to June 1996, 


However, it is important to note that since the aggregate level of gambling 
proceeds from the Motels and Licenced Clebs subgroup is so small relative 
to Australian (2.6%) and even State (0.1% to 5.2%) turnover, its impact on 
the retail turnover series will be very marginal, even over the medium term 
(ie, year on year movements}. 


More detailed comparisons of movements than those presented here have 
been undertaken by the ABS. Comparing series including and excluding 
gambling as defined earlier confirms the conctusions stated above: no 
significant divergence is detectable between the two series aver the period 
January 1995 to June 1996, either in terms of annual or monthly 
movements. 


The conclusion of this investigation is therefore that gambling activity 
within scope of the Retail Trade Survey has minirnal, if any, effect on the 
short term movements in the series, at least for the period January 1995 to 
June 1996. Further analysis is required to determine if gambling activity 
has any significant impact over a longer time frame, or if gambling outside 
the scope of the survey has had any significant effect on the Retail Trade 
series via competition for consumer expenditure.
